Regarding section (7) above, as stated in the advisory action and notice of non-compliant appeal brief mailed 8/6/2009, the 
after final amendment (reply) filed 9/1 2/2008 is entered and therefore the appeal brief does not contain a correct copy of the 
appealed claims. The appeal brief filed 9/4/2009 continues to lack said correction. For example, claim 1 of the appeal brief 
is drawn to "An industrial belt" but current claim 1 is actually drawn to "An industrial fabric. " See the amendment filed 
9/12/2008. Complete correction of the claims appendix is required, not just the correction of claim 1. Claim 1 was mentioned 
merely as an example.
